In speaking of the trip across, Captain 
Marshall said he thought ttyR it would 
soon be the favorite one for all travelers 
from China and Japan to Europe, as by 
taking this route the traveler would avoid 
the terrible heat that is experienced in 
taking the trip via the Suez canal. He 
said that in a very short time vessels m ak­ 
ing the voyage in ten days would be cross­ 
ing from Vancouver to Yokohama. 
Yokohama papers to May 30tb were 
brought. There was a big tire at Nakacho, 
Province of Mino, April 30th, and seventy- 
houses were burnt. 
There were 29,000 visitors at the Indus­ 
trial Exhibition ut Ueno in one week. 
In a conflagration at Hakodate, May 2d, 
500 buildings were destroyed. 
The residents of Tientsin presented an 
address to United States Consul Bromley 
on his seventieth birthday and departure 
for America. 
A fire May 19th at the United States Con­ 
sulate-General and jail at Yokohama was 
incendiary. 
The buildings were all de­ 
stroyed. 
The United States steamship Essex res­ 
cued five fishermen near Nagasiki May 13th. 
The Japan Daily M ail announces the 
death of Captain Dacres of H. M. S. Con­ 
stance, May 28th, by a stroke of paralysis, 
at Yokohama. 
A number of torpedo boats are to be 
ordered by the Nava! Department from 
France.

Both bodies were found to be 
wonderfully preserved, and were fully 
identified, which led to the detection of 
Johnson. Clevenger, who was formerly a 
prominent resident at Camp Thomas, was 
en route to W ashington Territory.

A C alifornian T ells How M uch th e P resi­ 
d en t O w es th e M ugw um ps. 


W a s h i n g t o n , June 14th.—[Special.]—A 
well-known Californian, who is an intimate 
friend of President Cleveland, returned 
yesterday from a ten days’ visit to New 
York. 
Though he refused to be inter­ 
viewed, some ideas were filtered from him, 
as follows : 
He said the Labor movement 
in New York was growing, and it would 
not surprise him if the United Labor ticket 
carried the election in New York city next 
November, but that it would draw iargely 
from the Republican, as well as from the 
Democratic party. It might be possible 
that the two old parties would be forced to 
come together in opposition to the Knights 
of Labor and Federated Trades ticket. 
He said there was great alarm in capital­ 
istic circles at the growth of the Henry 
George movement. As only 4 per cent, of 
the voters of New York own any lands, 
there was hut little sympathy among the 
landless for the alarmed property-holders. 
He said that President Cleveland's best 
support came from the Mugwumps. 
The 
Mugwump influence must not be measured 
by their voting strength. The moral influ­ 
ence of these men who cut loase from their 
party for principle was very great. The 
Mugwumps forsook the Republican party, 
but joined no other. They were hon­ 
est 
people, 
who wanted 
no 
offices, 
and their support 
of 
Mr. Cleveland 
has been of the greatest advantage to him. 
Why. when the President is assailed, who 
defends him 
Is it the Democratic iiorM 
and Sim t No, it is the Mugwump papers, 
like the New York Times, Ending l'ost and 
Harper's Weekly.

DESERT LANDS.

W a s h in g t o n , June 
14th.—[Special.]— 
The Department of the Interior has under 
consideration a more liberal consl ruction 
ot the desert land law, by which lands of 
this class may he more generally taken 
up, and the work of irrigation, which is 
the absolute and ultímale condition of their 
reclamation, begun as early as possible. 
The Senate, in formulating and finally 
passing the bill repealing the Pre-emption 
and Timber Culture Acts,made liberal addi­ 
tions to the desert land law. The House 
favored the repeal of this Act, together 
with the homestead and pre-emption laws. 
An official of the Interior Department said 
to-day; 
“ Ii people are willing to go into the arid 
belts and take up 640 acres of land, paying 
what other folks pay for good, $1 25 per 
acre, we are willing to give them all the 
opportunities necessary to irrigate these 
lauds, which means the expenditure of 
capital. 
We are inclined to relax our pres­ 
ent stringent rules and allow a man liberal 
entry of these lands. Of course, a mo­ 
nopoly or fraud will not be prevented, but 
everybody ought to get at these lands who 
in good faith buys and is determined to im­ 
prove them .” 


STATUE OF A PATRIO T. 


F orm al P resen tation to C onnecticut of 
th e N athun lía le Statue. 


H a r t f o r d (Conn ).June 14th.—The statue 
of Nathan Hale, made by authority of the 
State, and to be placed iti the Capitol, was 
this afternoon formally delivered bv the 
committee to the State. 
It is the work of 
Carl Gerhardt, of Hartford, and is a bronze 
figure of heroic size. Hale is represented 
as standing with 
his arms partly out­

K ILLED ON TH E ISTHMUS. 


C hicago AVlieat M arket G oes 
to 
P ie ces and E nds in a P anic. 
Chicago, June 14th.—This was another 
of those exciting days on 'Change that make 
or break dealers and brokers. The panic 
of last Saturday was repeated in the wheat 
market, and many operators went down 
before the storm. 
In less than five m in­ 
utes from the opening of the Board July 
wheat broke three cents. It opened at 83i, 
broke to S0j, and continued in its down­ 
ward course until 79 was reached, when a 
reaction ~jt in and gradually advanced to 
798 for July. 
A late- reaction set in and the July op- 
tioi. aga n declined. 
June wheat also 
plunged from 921 to 861. The excitement 
was intensified by the collapse of the coffee 
corner in New York and the enormous 
wheat receipts paid this morning, which 
were reported to be about five hundred 
thousand bushels. 
After 11 a . m . the wheat market, after 
fluctuating between 79] and 79j for some 
time, finally went all to pieces again, and 
July closed for the morning at 75 and June 
at 74]. The clique houses apparently lost 
their hold on the market, and the crowd 
became 
utterly 
demoralized. 
Panicky 
news kept coming in from other points and 
the morning session closed with almost a 
panic. The failure of one of the leading 
clique houses, Moritz, Rosenfcld & Co., 
was announced a few minutes before the 
close, aud it is feared that other failures 
may follow. 
The closing prices at 1 p. m. were: 
\V heat, cash, 74ic ; July, 75c ; August, 77c. 
Demoralization and financial disaster 
overtook the great wheat clique to-day. 
The much-vaunted “combine” is smashed. 
The wheat pit was in a panic for an hour. 
T hs June option dropped from 92j to 72j. 
It was the most sensational collapse seen 
in this market in its history. The 16,000,­ 
000 bushels of grain collected here and held 
by the mysterious combination, of which 
nobody knew anything, to a certainty will 
now be sold out " under the hammer.” 
The losses of Moritz, Rosenfeld it Co. on 
the decline will probably amount to $400,­ 
000. The collapse is worse than the failure 
ol Peter McGeoch & C o, aud will entail 
worse losses.

COLOR DOESN’T COUNT. 


A F ortune o f H alf a M illion D ollar? Goes 
to o C olored D atu sel. 
N ew Y ork , June 14th.—The Tribune's 
Atlanta special of June 13ih says: The 
Supreme Court of this State to-dav sus­ 
tained the will of David Dickson.' This 
makes Amanda Ebenbanks the richest 
negress in America, with a fortune of half 
a million. Dickson, who is related to one 
of the best families in the State, was. before 
the war one of the heaviest slaveholders in 
the South, having on one plantation alone 
300 negroes. Alter the war he was the 
first prominent farmer to succeed under 
the new order of things, and he rau up a 
fortune of $600,000. H e died a bachelor, 
leaving many white relatives anxious for 
his1 property. They were disgusted when 
they discovered that he left a will by which 
seven-eighths of his possessions were left to 
his colored mistress and her daughter 
Amanda. A light was made on the will, 
the principal point being that it was op­ 
posed to public policy to perm it a white 
man to dispose of his property to his col­ 
ored illegitimate children. The Supreme 
Court rules that negroes have the same 
civil rights as white people, and the will 
must stand.

New Y o rk , June 3d.—The Tribune s Ith ­ 
aca special of the 13th says : Miss Mary 
Bartlett Hill, of Jamestown, a member of 
the Freshman class of Cornell University, 
slipped and fell to the bottom of Cascadella 
gorge yesterday afternoon, sustaining such 
severe injuries that they resulted in her 
death a 2t o'clock this morning.

Miss Hill had her back to the ravine, when 
suddenly the ground underneath her feet, 
which had evidently been loosened by the 
rain, gave way, and, slipping, she fell back­ 
ward into the gorge. 
Her companions immediately started for 
the bottom of the ravine. Imagine their 
surprise to find Miss Hill sitting on the 
rocks below in the act of dipping up water 
from the stream to bathe her head. She 
had escaped instant death by a miracle.

W age* o f O ilier D ays. 
In the very amusing recollections of 
Samuel Breck, an old merchant of Boston 
and Philadelphia in the last generation, 
writes T. V . Higgins -.n, we find some sur­ 
prising glimpses of the rate of servant's 
wages. Living iu Pennsylvania, he writes 
(April 19,1822). “ In thess United Stabs 
n tilling would ha wanting to make life 
p i fectiy happy (hum anly speaking) had 
we good servants.” The wages of his d o ­ 
mestics, he declares, are ” the highest go­ 
ing, and uniformly paid to them when 
asked fo r; yet, during the iast twelve 
months, we have had seven different cooks 
aud five different wait* rs.” He then pro­ 
ceeds to give these highest wages in detail, 
and they are a* follows : $1 50 per week 
for a cook, $1 25 for a chambermaid, $11 
p tr month for a gardener, $10 for a waiter 
or farm servant. H e also incidentally m en­ 
tions that Hour is $7 per barrel. 
I 
dwell in Cambridge, three-quarters ol an 
hour from Boston, and the usual price paid 
in families around me is: For a cook, $4 
per week; for a chambermaid, $3 50; tor 
m en-senants, where they are employed, 
from $25 per month to $30, or even ’$10, 
with board. Yet the last barrel of flour 
that I bought cost $6 75, just 25 cents less 
than Samuel Breck paid. The wages have 
more than doubled, nearly trebled, while 
the standard staple of food is at the same 
price. I cannot bring myself to believe 
that dangers are not quite remote from a 
community where the record of such bet­ 
tered condition among the humblest is so 
accessible. 
It is very common to deplore 
the vanities of dress that proceed from our 
kitchens. 
But for one, when I see the gor­ 
geous ribbons that flaunt by mv gate on 
Sunday, proceeding toward the Roman 
Catholic Church hard by, I am ant to say ; 
“ Long may those ribbons wave ; they are 
the flag that guarantees order and peace.”

T h e R e p tile s .—The tortoises are esti­ 
mated by Hoffman to num ber more than 
250 species. Their home is in the tropic 
and temperate regions, their northern lim it 
being the fiftieth or fifty-fifth parallel. 
About forty species are found in the United 
States and only five in Europe. The ele­ 
phant turtle attains a weight of 500 pounds, 
while a fossil tortoise of India appears to 
have been not less than fifteen or twenty 
feet long. The lizards .are estimated by 
Gunther to embrace about 1,700 species, 
chiefly confined to the hot portions of the 
earth, and comparatively seldom passing 
the fortieth parallel. 
The serpents or 
snakes, like all other reptiles, are most 
numerous in the 
tropics 
and rapidly 
diminish toward either pole. It mav be 
safely assumed that considerably more 
than 1,000 species ate known to natural 
ists, of which nearly half are found in Brit­ 
ish and Farther India and the East India 
Archipelago. 
Some 150 species inhabit 
North America, north of Mexico. The 
crocodiles and alligators include only some 
twenty-five 
more 
or 
less well-defined 
species of the tropics and sub-tropics. Two 
species enter the United States. The croco­ 
diles date from an early geological period, 
and no less than forty fossil species are 
found in British strata alone. An ancient

Mav our 
hearts swell with gratitude to the Author of all 
Good that the mystic tie has not been broken 
nor the eye dimmed with tears of grief. 
Science and art have kept pace with the Pro­ 
gressive ideas of civilization, aud civil and reli­ 
gious reforms have been inaugurated through­ 
out the land. The earth has brought forth an 
abundance for the sustenance of animal life, 
a”d the husbandman been richly rewarded for 
his toil. Masonry is very comprehensive, em­ 
bracing a knowledge of natural laws, science 
aud ait. These themes commend themselves to 
our notice aud furnish instructive lessons. 
But, alas ! the year has tied, with fruits of 
much labor sc ifer.-d o .or the land, and another 
milestone has been passed iu the journey of life, 
and now joy and sorrow linger with the past 
and blend the melody of the present with the 
hopeful future. My brethren, during our delib­ 
erations may we not forget the main- blessings 
we enjoy, but labor with more earnestness that 
others may enjov the fruits of our toil. We have 
much to do and no time to delay, and as sure as 
the day follows the night, or the harvest the 
seed time, so will new light, peace and prosjier- 
ity follow the labors of the faithful brother Ma­ 
son. In all tve do, may morality be the beacon 
light—the heraldry of success—the cherished 
sentiment of every Masonic heart. Iu moral 
excellence alone we find ottr true bastion, which 
defies the assuults of the vulgar and profane, 
and, secure iu its stronghold, we mav raise our 
banner and proudly float it in the breeze, while 
it bears upon its folds the motto—“ Onward.” 
The reputation of an individual becomes the 
public reputation of the society to which he be­ 
longs. The public does not make a distinction 
between the dishonesty of the man aud the ob­ 
ligations and principles of the society he has 
disgraced, i’olit'cal parties, religious sects and 
secret organizations are a'ikc condemned as a 
whole for the eirors of any of their members. 
Every one is attracted by his peculiar pleasures, 
aud whoever makes himself a wolf endangers 
the safety of the sheep; the erring brother brings 
sorrow upon his household, and robs the inno­ 
cent of that which not himself enriches. 
Hence reprimand and punishment are need­ 
ful to trie rules of society for its interests and 
safety, and we should enforce a conformity to 
all laws and edicts of Masopry, aud not allow 
our sympathy for the erring to overrule our 
judgment aud keep us from the performance of 
our duty. Duty with us is always and impera­ 
tive. To forgive seventy limes seven, reads and 
sounds very well as a precept, but when such 
torgiveness affects our vital interests, the pre­ 
cept will be found a very jioor one to practice. 
A Mason should be the last to violate the laws 
and the first to encourage a respect loi our 
Courts and see that the criminal is justly pun­ 
ished. 
Wholesome laws, neglected to be en­ 
forced or injudiciously administered, fail to 
secure the objects for which thev were enacted 
and encourage the crimestliey were intended to 
correct. 
Law docs not overcome the evil natures of 
men, which makes statutory enactments neces­ 
sary, but tather looks from her high moral 
throne with an impartial and comprehensive 
eye upon tlic errors of llic human mind, the 
wrong and passionate judgment of men. atul 
proclaims a system of restraints and punish­ 
ments for the offenses of the unfortunate, which 
will afford security of life and property to the 
innocent. 
The theory of Masonic jurispru­ 
dence, its assumption ol justice and equality, 
and it-penal codes, are based upon ethics and 
appeal to the higher judgment and better pas­ 
sions of men, and contemplate the infliction of 
disgrace upon the offender. 
The inference, 
then,is that all Masons are equal who follow the 
precepts of the Order, and that the unworthy 
are punished with dishonor tor their offerees 
If tins were rot the case, then there would be 
no necessity for requiring the applicant to be of 
good report and well recommended : hence, the 
inference is clear that no one not of good report 
should be allowed to remain with, dr have any 
hohl upon. Masonry whatever, and the niuv 
way to ileal'with those who lav themselves 
liable to criminal prosecution iu oiir l obits is to 
expel them, and lid ourselves of the stains of 
their disgrace, for the brother who voluntarily 
violates his oath and wrongs another ¡.- guilty ot' 
a grave offense and should be punished with 
the severest penalty known to Masonic law—ex­ 
pulsion from the Order.

The Marysville Apfteal of yesterday savs 
that George Ohleycr received a dispatch 
Monday afternoon from General A. L. 
Hart, one of the attorneys in (lie debris 
case3. stating that the Supreme Court had 
decided the case of Joseph Merriam vs. the 
Board of Supervisors of Yuba conntv in 
favor of the Supervisors, and sustained the 
decision of J ndge Keyser. 
“ It will lie remembered that one Jest ph 
Merriam brought an action as a resident 
taxpayer of Yuba county against the Su­ 
pervisors, alleging that the" Board were 
about to audit and allow about $10,000 in 
pretended claims against the county for 
anti debris expenses, which were not le­ 
gally chargeable against the county, and 
which originated in an action to which the 
county was not a party, and also prayed 
for an injunction res'raining the Super­ 
visors from auditing the claitps. The com­ 
plaint was demurred to bv the attorneys 
for the Supervisors as not stating facts suf­ 
ficient to constitute a causi of action. Upon 
this issue of law being joined, Judge Key­ 
ser sustained the demurrer and dismissed 
the action and dissolved the injunction, 
from which the plaintiff appealed with the 
above result. District Attorney Forbes was 
seen at a laic hour last night and said : ‘As 
the complaint of M ertiara stated the facts 
as fully, if not ntore so, than they could 
have been probably proved, this decision 
would seem to go to the merits and vir­ 
tually settle the question in the affirmative 
for all time, as to whether the Supervisors 
have authority to audit anti-debris ex­ 
penses, or whether the county is a party to 
the action in which thev are incurred or 
not.’ ”

Rights of Children. 


[Approved Marcli 2S, 1874; Statutes 1873-4, 
page 7517. J 
SECTION 1— EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
O or other peison in the State of California 
haying control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for h period of nt 
least two-thirds of the time during which a 
public school shall be taught in each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, commencing on the first day of July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are excused from such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees of the school 
district in which such parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being shown to 
their satisfaction that bis or her bodily mental

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The Casey Case. 
TUe case of T. C. Casey, charged with 
burglarizing rooms at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel occupied by Hon. A. W alrath, of 
Nevada; 8enator Buck, of Solano, and F. 
B. Glenn, of Colusa county, last fair time, 
came up for trial before Judge Van Fleet, 
yesterday: District Attorney Ilruner, C. T. 
Jones and J. F. W endell,of San Francisco, 
appear as attorneys for the prosecution, 
and Grove L. Johnson for the defense. 
Casey, never possessed of much flesh, ap­ 
pears to have grown somewhat thinner 
during his confinement, but seems to be in 
good health, and has a neat, intelligent ap­ 
pearance, and observed«the proceedings 
very coolly. His wife, a-young woman of 
prepossessing appearance, occupied a seat 
by his side in Court, bolding their little 
boy, a bright and handsome youngster, 
whose infantile unconcern made the anxi­ 
ous expression of his mother’s face greater 
by contrast. Eleven jurors were accepted 
and sworn to try the case, but then the 
panel was exhausted, and the Court ad­ 
journed until this morning, when a num ­ 
ber of those drawn as jurors, but who had 
not been notified of the fact in seasou to 
be present, are expected to be on hand. 
The eleven accepted and sworn are: A. 
Giles, J. Iialenbach, W. N. Tracey, George 
Aaron, Y. W. Gunn, H. S. Beáls, W. L. 
Willis, A. H. Benning, M. Wilson, D. Mc­ 
Carty, Joel Gardner. 
Fires on the G rant. 
Every season there is much damage done 
on the Rancho del Paso by fires started 
accidentally and through carelessness by 
parties who go over there hunting, fishing, 
gathering berries and picnicking. There 
have been three or four fires already this 
season, bnt one that occurred last Thurs­ 
day near Hoptown was the most danger­ 
ous. It began near the bank of the river, 
where parties had been picking blackber­ 
ries, and was probably started by some 
one's throwing a burning match, or stump 
of cigar or cigarette upon the dry grass. 
Several acres were bunted over, and the 
noise of the flames as they swept through 
the underbrush and burned grass, weeds 
and everything they reached, including 
eight or ten thousand hop poles, belonging 
to Gerber Bros., could be heard several 
miles. Gerber Bros.’ hop-house had a very 
narrow escape, and was only saved by the 
exertions of over 100 men, who fought the 
fire with great vigor.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


IMPORTANT MEETING HELD AND 
THE ACTION TAKEN. 


A Fast Train Between Sacramento 
and San Francisco—The New 
Postoffice Building—Etc. 


A special meeting of the Sacramento 
Board of Trade was held yesterday after­ 
noon, President Steffens in the chair. 
Upon calling the meeting to order the 
Chair presented the matter of petitioning 
the Directors of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany to establish a fast train between Sac­ 
ramento and San Francisco. He stated 
that the committee appointed at a previous 
meeting to confer with Superintendent 
W right upon the subject had done so, and 
that Mr. W right had asked that they put 
the proposition into writing so that it 
might be presented to the Directors of the 
company. Accordingly the Chair sub­ 
mitted the following letter as compliance 
with the above suggestion, and as express­ 
ing the purpose and wishes of the Board : 
B. Wright, Esq., Superintendent oj the 
Sacramento Division of the S. I’. Jlailroad 
system, Sacramento—D ear S ir: The Sacra­ 
mento Board of Trade, in behalf of the peo­ 
ple of this city, and the public interests 
generally, here as well as elsewhere, most 
respectfully submit the following, and ask 
of you its proper and urgent presentation 
to the General Directory of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad system at San Francisco, 
and secure for it if possible their prompt and 
favorable consideration. 
.‘‘The city of Sacramento should have all 
the facilities that are offered any other city 
of like commercial general business and 
political importance. It seems unneces­ 
sary to remind you of its location, its di­ 
rect communication with the metropolis 
of the coast, its close proximity to said loca­ 
tion and possible promptness in said com­ 
munication. 
"It is an absolute necessity and right to 
have and enjoy said communication in the 
quickest time possible, which is a special 
leature of the advantages of all other lead­ 
ing cities of the United States, relatively 
situated to other great seaport cities as we 
are. Therefore we urgently petition your 
very mnch engaged, yet thoughtful and 
considerate Directory, that you put on at 
the earliest day possible between this city 
and San Francisco a quick time passenger 
train, said train to tun at least one time to 
and from San Francisco each day, to run 
at such time as will best suit the business 
men of this city, to make the time from 
city to city as near three hours as possible. 
The train to be free from all fruit, express, 
or other delaying traffic business; in short, 
to have what* the times call for, a first-class 
fast time (‘D aisy’) passenger train. Be­ 
lieving that a thoughtful consideration of 
the situation will secure from your Di­ 
rectory the prompt granting of this re­ 
quest, we hereby most respectfully submit 
the same. 
* 
.” 
The letter was, upon motion, approved, 
ordered to be officially signed and forwarded. 
Remarks were made by members as to the 
value such a train would be, and express­ 
ing the hope that it w. l be early put on. 
The Chair then called up the subject of 
the construction of tbe Rostoflice building 
in this city, and drew attention again to the 
fact that the amount appropriated by Con­ 
gress—$100,000—for the purchase of the 
site and erection of the building, would 
not be sufficient to afford a structure that 
would be at all creditable to the Govern­ 
ment and the city, and proposed that the 
Secretary of the Treasury be asked not to 
have the huild’ng proceeded with until our 
Congressmen had conferred with him 
about the matter. To this end be sub­ 
mitted the following, which was read: 
“ To the Hot). C. S. Fairchild, Secretary 
Tailed States Treasury, Washington, J). C.— 
D ear Sir : The Sacramento Board of Trade 
most respectfully submit for your honora­ 
ble and careful consideration the following 
memorial, viz: 
" W hereas, The City of Sacramento, the 
Capital of the State of California, is cen­ 
trally located at tide water; is the leading 
‘terminal point’ of the great railroad sys­ 
tem of the Pacific coast; is a great receiv­ 
ing and distributing point; is tbe fruit- 
shipping center of the State; in short, is 
now a city of large commercial, manu­ 
facturing 
and 
political importance, 
and has 
great 
prospective 
growth 
and 
increase in the 
near 
future; 
whereas, the people of this State have 
caused to be erected here one of the most 
substantial and finest Capitol buildings in 
this country (costing some three million 
dollars), a State Agricultural Fair exhibit 
building of amplitude and pleasing archi­ 
tectural proportions, also a State Printing 
Office of magnitude and equal fitness, all 
of tbe above-named public buildings being 
provided with ample grounds and most 
beautiful lawns, comparing favorably with 
anything of the kind anywhere in tbe 
world; and, whereas, the General Govern­ 
ment has purchased a building site on the 
northeast corner of K and Seventh streets, 
in this cite, for the purpose of erecting 
thereon a Government building; therefore 
be it"Btsolnd, That the Sacramento Board of 
Trade, in behalf of ail interests concerned, 
most respectfully yet urgently request that 
your department will promptly secure by 
purchase for tire {Government the 40 feet by 
100 feet of land located on the east side of 
said building site, which can now be pur­ 
chased, hy tbe Government only, at a mod­ 
erate cost. 
“ Heso'.rcd, That we most respectfully 
petition that your honorable department 
will furnish such plans and specifications 
for said proposed building as are in keep­ 
ing with tbe needs and requirements of 
the several departments of the General Gov­ 
ernment in a city of present importance 
and near future growth, and also with the 
other public buildings of this city. 
“Furthermore, should your department 
lack ample Congressional provision tor said 
construction, believing as we do that acon- 
tractedly constructed building with limited 
surroundings would he, under the circum­ 
stances, a waste of money; therefore, we 
urge that you will hold the matter in abey­ 
ance until suchatirueas proper and cor­ 
rect representation of facts can be made to 
your department and the General Govern­ 
ment by our duly accredited and honorable 
members of the next Congress, soon to as­ 
semble in your c 
i t y 
. ------------- 
Upon motion, and after remarks by 
members of the Board, the preamble and 
resolutions wore unanimously adopted. 
The following preamble and resolution, 
in the indorsement and interest of city im­ 
provement. were offered, warmly approved 
and adopted : 
“ W hereas, There has been organized in 
this city the ‘ Improvement Association 
of tbe City and County of Sacramento,’ 
having for its object the better advance­ 
ment of all interests bearing on tbe pro­ 
gress of this locality, therefore be it 
"Resolved, Tbat the Sacramento Board of 
Trade hereby approves aud indorses the 
aims and purposes of said Improvement 
Association, and urges ali citizens to join 
said organization and give it all the moral 
support and financial aid possible, in order 
that all interests may be properly repre­ 
sented and the better car»! for ana there 
may be a good division of the varied im­ 
portant labors proposed by the Associa­ 
tion.” 
The Board then adjourned.

Whit© vs. Gutenberger. 
The Supreme Court in bank has rendered 
the following order in a case recently be­ 
fore the Superior Court of this county : 
On appeal from the Justice's Court, upon 
questions both of law and fact, the action, 
W hite vs. Gutenberger, was retried in the 
Superior Court, and a judgment therein 
rendered in favor of tbe plaintiff, the peti­ 
tioner for prohibition. 
The defendant 
Gutenberger served a notice of intention 
to move for a new trial, specifying that said 
motion would be heard upon a statement 
of the case, but such notice was never 
filed. No draft statement of the case for 
new trial was ever server! or tiled by tbe 
defendant in said action. 
Neither the 
plaintiff White, nor his counsel, ever 
stipulated that the statement of facts on 
which the case was tried should be adopted 
as the statement on motion for new trial, 
nor was it ever agreed between White and 
Gutenberger, or their respective counsel, 
that the motion should be heard, although 
the notice of intention was not filed. 
The notice of intention to move for new 
trial was served July 10, 1882. The pres­ 
ent uroceeding was commenced Mav 0 
1880. 
" 
December 15,1885, plaintlfl W hite moved 
to dismiss the motion for new trial on the 
grounds : First, no notice of intention had 
been filed; second, no statement had been 
served or tiled, or any affidavis, etc. 
The Superior Court has no jurisdiction to 
hear and determine the motion. 
Ordered and adjudged that the writ issue 
prohibiting said Superior Court and the 
Judge thereof, as prayed for in the petition 
herein. 
A ttributed to the E arthquake. 
Last Saturday W. F. Jackson. Instructor 
of the Sacramento School of Design, went 
up to Soda Springs to make some sketches 
while the snow was still on the ground. 
Before returning to Summit Station a se­ 
vere snow-storm arose, which necessitated 
his remaining over at the Springs. On the 
following day tbe storm continued, and 
Mr. Jackson reports that a most novel 
sight was witnessed at Donner Lake. Dur­ 
ing the storm, which came in gusts, the 
lake was alternately darkened by flying 
storm-ciouds and again for a few moments 
lighted up by the sun’s rays, only to be 
darkened up by other clouds. The effect 
was particularly striking to one unaccus­ 
tomed to such sights. Mr. Jackson also 
reports tbat the springs are flowing freely, 
and oid springs that have been dried up for 
many years have burst forth with renewed 
activity. On the other hand. Steamboat 
Springs, in Nevada, have completely dried. 
At Meadow Lake, a gentleman who was 
there at the time, reports that on the night 
of the recent earthquake a loud and deaf­ 
ening explosion was heard, as of the firing 
of large guns near at hand, accompanied 
by violent tremblings—sharp shocks. 
Tbe drying of Steamboat Springs and the 
reopening of the Soda Springs the “ na­ 
tives "credit to the earthquake, which is 
thought to have bad its central location in 
tbat vicinity.
